How the fire ever happened to be 
extinguished after 
gaining 
enough 


headway to burn a hole 
that large 
imstcffiee employes are unable to ex­ 
plain. 
In fact, no feasible explana­ 
tion has been offered by anyone for 


the strange occurrence. 
It ie very apparent 
that the 
fire 
originated in this way and no other. 
A.l around the hole were imprints eft 
by the burnt coals which evidently 
were not hot enough to •start the fire. 


This, postoffie men, say, is sufficient 
evidence that the fire was started in 


the manner offered as an explanation 


for the unusual blaze. 
The method in Which the fire was 


started is not as strange by half as 
the mystery which surrounds the dy­ 


ing down of the fire. 
That it should 


burn long enough and with such se­ 
verity to burn a hole that large clear 
through the inch-board 
floor and 
then go out of its own accord with- 
o:i. any artificial force being applied 
is :i mystery which will probably nev­ 


er be solved 
The fire took place just in front of 


the stove ait the back end of the north 


room of the post office. This is the 
room which the 
city 
carriers 
and 
the rural mail cariers’ desks are lo­ 
cated. 
The man who is believed to 
be the last one in that part of the o f­ 
fice last night .declares the front door 


of the stove was closed when he left. 


He says he looked and 
barred the 
back door and noticed especially the 
stove door was closed. 
It is useless to describe what would 
have 
been the 
result if the 
unac- 


coiuartable thing had not happened as 


it did. 
The fire, located as it was, 


wofiild have had opportunity to gain 


a good start before it 
would 
have 
been discovered 
and it is not im­ 
probable to imagine that the Masonic 


block, in which the postoffice is lo­ 


cated, would have been razed to the 


ground or badly damaged by fire.

W ashington, Jan. 13.—In Mr. Carne­ 
gie’s 
closing 
testim ony 
before 
the 
Stanley com m ittee the tariff again 
cam e to the front. 
Mr. C arnegie re­ 
iterated his statem en t of the day be­ 
fore that the tariff for a long tim e had 
not been a factor in the steel trade. 
He ex pressed doubt that the tariff con­ 
tributed to prosperity in any business. 
“So far as steel is concerned, the tariif 
m akes very little difference,” he said. 
“W e can m ake steel as cheaply as any 
country in the world,” added Mr. C ar­ 
negie. 
“In my opinion steel does not 
need the protection of high tariff du­ 
ties. You legislators should not worry 
about steel. 
Steel is no longer an in­ 
fant, it is a giant.” 
Mr. Carnegie said he did not believe 
the governm ent should ex ercise broad 
power in fix ing prices. “I do not think 
it is necessary for the governm ent to 
fix prices. 
You should have a law al­ 
lowing a com m ission to fix a max imum 
price. 
If the steel people w ant to sell 
below that price, godspeed them . 
I 
would a!!owr a price that would perm it 
a fair return upon capital invested.” 
“W hat is ycur opinion as to the rea­ 
eon why the people who control these 
great corporations have come to the 
conclusion that the governm ent should 
control tlw ir business, going to the ex ­ 
ten t even of 
fix ing prices?'

“B ecause,’ 
replied 
Mr. 
C arnegie,' 
bringing his fist down with a whack, 
“they have eorre to_a realization, as I 
did long ago, that the people of this 
country will never subm it to com bina­ 
tion without regulation. 
“Is it your opinion that it takes the 
strong hand of the law to prevent ( 
these corporaions from charging ex tor­ 
tionate prices?” 
“I think so.” 
The ironm aster suggested that con­ 
gress sho r’d pass anti-trust laws so 
phrased tha t there would be no m is­ 
understandings as to their intent. 
Asked if dissolution of the steel cor­ 
poration, 
under 
present 
conditions, i 
would lessen the cost of steel products 
to the people, Mr. C arnegie replied in ' 
the negative. 
He thought the estab-j 
lishm ent of a governm ent commission 
to regulate the conduct of industrial • 
corporations would result 
in low er i 
prices to the consum er. 
“If you break dp these big com bina­ 
tions,” said Mr. Carnegie, “they will be 
driven to operate separate com]» anies, 
to regulate prices and output by agree­ 
m ent. 
The consum er, under such cir­ 
cum stances, would not he the gainer in 
the long run. T hat is my opinion.”

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TO KEEP LICE FROM POULTRY 


One of Most Difficult Problems That 
Confronts 
Chicken 
Fancier— 
Proper Proceedure. 


(By B. G. WEATHERSTONE.) 
One of the most difficult prob vrns 
which the poultry keeper has to 1 ieet 
Is tha t of keeping his poultry ho ;ses 
and stock reasonably free from lice, 
m ites and other ex ternal parasite; . 
In 
keeping 
a 
poultry 
plant iree 
from 
lice 
there 
are 
two points of 
attack: 
One, the 
birds them selv es; 
the other, the 
houses, 
nest box es, 
roosting boards, etc. 
In using any kind of lice powder on 
the birds them selv es, it should alway s 
be remembered that 
a 
sing le appli­ 
cation of 
powder 
is 
not sufficient. 
When there are lice present on a bird 
there, are alway s unhatched eg g s of 
lice (“ iHts” ) present, too. 
The proper 
procedure is to follow up a first appli­ 
cation of powder with a second at an 
interv al of four day s to a week. 
If

beg inning it may be necessary to make 
still a third application.

Guineas In Winter. 
The g uinea fowl is a nativ e of 
warm countries and has a natural fear 
of snow, so In the north when g uin­ 
ea s a re caug ht out in a snowstorm 
there is a g ood chance for trouble if 
w e undertake to force tbem to -walk 
throug h snow to the poultry house. 
The g uinea s will take to flig ht rath­ 
er than wade In snow and rather than 
lig ht on the g round when cov ered 
with snow they will lig ht in trees, or 
if there a re no trees they w ill lig ht 
on the tops of building s. 
It sa v es trouble to house the g uin­ 
ea s as soon as it is apparent that 
enow w ill cov er the g round and keep 
them housed until the storm is past.

The new statute. 
, while applying to females and minors 
| only, made it mandatory upon m anu­ 
facturers to close their plants when 
the women and children left. 
It was 
found that the male operatives could 
not be kept profitably employed with 
the diminished supply of raw material 
from women spinners and weavers, 
and the men themselves could not 
work without the assistance given on 
light work by girls and boys. 
W ith 
the mills closing on a fifty-four-hour 
schedule, all operatives consequently 
suffered a reduction of two hours’ 
wages each week.

Very 
u nsatisfactory conditions

other jails, particu larly those in B ar­ 
tholomew, Crawford, Monroe, Ohio 
and Pu tnam cou nties. 
There are no 
jails in Newton, Owen and Pu lask i 
cou nties, and that in Brown cou nty 
has been condemned. 
The prisoners 
of these fou r comities are eared for 
elsewhere. 
Tire cou nty jail statistics havç 
been compiled this year as u su al from 
the sheriffs’ reports. 
They inclu de 
the censu s for September 30, 19 11, 
the total nu mber of admissions for 
the twelve months ending witli that 
date, and the nu mber of admissions 
on accou nt of vagrancy and intoxi­ 
cation, for the same period.

figu res relate to the Marion cou nty 
work hou se as well
